Therefore,  with  most  disinterested  impartiality,  have  we 
devoted  time,  attention  and  energy  in  the  endeavor  to 
make  the  present  history  both  entertaining  and  instructive 
reading  for  the  youth  of  1902. 

In  the  annals  of  our  College  there  is  a  tradition, 
tenderly  cherished  by  each  successive  Sophomore  Class,, 
that  it  shall  assist  at  the  function  given  by  the  Seniors  in 
honor  of  their  Freshmen  friends.  Never  can  it  be  said 
that  1901  failed  of  her  duty  in  this  respect. 
Ihc  function,  as  usual,  was  a  tea.  The  hours  were  from  four  until  six;  1901  came  early  with  the  intention 
of  staying  late,  but  sometimes  even  man  disposes.  When  1902  arrived,  she  found  that  elaborate  preparations  had 
been  marie  for  her  reception.  She  was  forthwith  conducted  through  an  invisible  stairway  to  the  dismal  realm 
of  Pluto,  where  the  only  sounds  which  struck  her  ear  were  the  howls  and  shrieks  and  groans  of  the  unburied, 
accompanied  by  the  clanking  of  chains  and  rattling  of  bones. 
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The  mystic  odor  of  incense  greeted  1902's  olfactory  nerves,  and  ghastly  skulls  illumined  her  pathway  to  the 
altar  —  alas  !  not  the  hymeneal,  though  never  was  marriage  vow  more  binding  than  the  vow  which  1902  voluntarily 
took  on  that  eventful  day.  Voluntarily  ?  Scarcely  that,  for  1902  was  at  first  chary  of  assuming  new  duties  so 
early  in  her  college  life,  but  when  1901  added  persuasion  in  the  shape  of  a  spoonful  of  Mellin's  Food,  the  dear  child 
cheerfully  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Class  of  1901. 

1902  was  then  allowed  to  proceed  to  the  Elysian  Fields  above,  and  1901  retired  to  the  gallery  to  gaze  upon 
the  festive  scene  below.  Seeing-  that  1902  was  endeavoring  to  appear  quite  grown  up,  1901  sought  to  lure  her 
back  to  childhood's  days  by  dangling  little  woolly  lambs  and  books  of  fairy  tales  over  her  head,  to  the  tune  of  : 

"  Just  a  little  bit  of  string, 
Such  a  tiny,  tiny  thing. 

Tied  as  tightly  as  a  string  could  be.

You'll  not  reach  it,  never  fear, 

For  we've  got  it  on  a  string,  you  see  !  " 

In  the  midst  of  this  fascinating  diversion,  1901  was  confronted  by  one  of  the  powers  that  be,  in  the  shape  of 
the  Dean,  who  hastily  explained  in  low  tones,  replete  with  emotion,  that  the  sight  of  the  old  familiar  tales  of 
"  Little  Boy  Blue,"  "  Old  Mother  Hubbard  "  and  "  Little  Tack  Horner  "  had  caused  the  unsealed  fount  of  1902's 
tears  to  flow,  and  he,  therefore,  begged  1901  to  depart.     In  sympathizing  silence,  1901  withdrew. 

On  Saturday,  October  29,  1901  entertained  1902  at  an  illustrated  lecture  on  "  How  to  Win  a  Tennis  Tourna- 
ment in  Two  Sets."    It  is  hoped  that  next  year  1902  will  profit  by  the  information  then  gained. 

The  mission  of  the  Class  of  1901  has  been  primarily  one  of  inauguration.  Let  all  succeeding  Freshmen  know 
that  to  her  is  due  the  institution  of  the  Sophomore  tea.  She  took  the  Initiative  in  refusing  to  proceed  with 
quantitative  analysis,  as  illustrated  in  Experiment  47  of  Course  60,  after  her  seventeenth  unsuccessful  attempt. 
From  her  brain  has  emanated  the  Sophomore  secret  society,  rejoicing  in  the  mystic  chemical  appellation  OOOSs, 
and  with  truly  sublime  indifference  has  she  ignored  the  custom  set  her  by  preceding  classes  of  making  up  cuts  in  lab. 

She  hath  done  what  she  could,  and  so,  when  with  mind  serene,  conscious  of  inward  worth,  she  modestly 
steps  forth  to  join  the  ranks  of  upperclassmen,  of  her  shall  it  be  said:     Quando  itliiim  inveniemus  parem  ?

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History  of  ^ineteen-^wo. 


T  HAS  OFTEN  been  said  that  the  strongest,  most 

highly  cultured  and  best  nations  are  produced  by  an 

intermingling   of   various    different    elements.      This 

rule  holds  good  in  all  classes  of  people,  and,  we  may  say, 

applies  particularly  well  to  the  Class  of  1902.     Composed 

of   "  all   sorts    and    conditions,"    from   all    points    of    the 

compass  —  a  heterogeneous   company   it   is,   but  soon   to 

become  a  well-organized  and  mighty  class,  firmly  welded 

—  together  by  one  motive,  one  motto,  under  the  one  banner 

of  the  white  and  crimson. 

The  first  step  which  tended  to  bring  about  this  result 
"=  was  a  bold  one ;  in  successfully  carrying  on  their  first  class 
'^rWk&^,-^  :  meeting   without   the   authority  of   the  Sophomores,   the 

Class  of  1902  showed  their  acquaintance  with  the  precepts  of  the  old  tradition  of  the  early  bird  catching  the  worm. 
[901 ,  however,  seemed  to  have  lost  this  early  knowledge,  so  vital  to  success,  and  on  that  account  were  entirely 
powerless.  This  decisive  movement,  undertaken  at  so  early  a  stage  in  the  history  of  1902,  could  not  but 
command  the  respect  of  all  the  sister  classes.  A  treaty  —  no  less  firm  because  unwritten — was  immediately 
formed  with  the  Juniors,  while  the  Seniors,  the  sworn  friends  of  the  Sophomores,  could  not  conceal  their  admira- 
tion, and  very  soon  invited  these  Freshmen  to  a  tea.  Aroused  by  a  spirit  of  jealousy,  the  Sophomores  now  became 
greatly  incensed  —  their  spite  lay  smoldering  long,  but  finally  burst  forth  on  the  clay  of  the  tea.  The  Freshmen 
found  the  path  to  the  Seniors  strongly  held  and  fortified  by  the  Sophomores  —  now  their  acknowledged  foe.  Not 
wishing  to  break  their  word  to  the  Seniors,  the  sturdy   Freshmen  determined  to  gain  access  by  making  a  long 
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detour  around  the  Stygian  home  of  their  enemy.  The  hardships  and  sufferings  which  they  endured  cannot  be 
here  adequately  pictured.  Gruesome  skeletons  and  grinning  skulls  were  no  uncommon  sight;  groans  and  the 
rattling  of  chains  were  heard  from  all  sides  continually.  But  brighter  things  were  in  store  for  1902.  The  stout- 
hearted little  band  at  length  reached  the  end  of  this  weary  march  without  the  loss  of  one,  and  were  kindly  received 
and  entertained  in  the  Elysian  Fields  of  the  Seniors. 

Desiring  to  gain  favor  from  their  now  superior  foe,  1901  offered  peace  by  a  similar  tea  —  given,  however, 
not  in  Hades,  but  in  the  common  territory  of  the  gymnasium.  Notwithstanding  these  pleasant  and  pacific  relations, 
1902  was  again  destined  to  come  into  combat  with  her  former  foe.  As  the  precedence  of  the  Freshman  Class 
was  now  well  established,  it  could  afford  to  be  generous,  and  the  date  of  the  tennis  tournament  will  be  remem- 
bered, not  on  account  of  the  great  contest,  but  rather  for  the  graceful  yielding  of  the  cup.  Then  did  1902  exhibit 
that  nobleness  of  character  which  finds   it  "  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

When,  at  a  somewhat  later  period,  the  prosperity  of  the  Class  of  1902  was  overshadowed  by  the  heavy  cloud 
of  examinations,  the  Juniors  proved  themselves  to  be  true  friends.  The  rest  and  recreation  afforded  by  the  delight- 
ful plav  they  offered  aided  the  weary  but  resolute  Freshmen  to  endure  with  patience  the  hard  times,  and  enabled 
them  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  brighter  and  more  glorious  things  yet  in  store  for  them.  And  when  finally  the 
cloud  was  lifted,  1902  was  found  still  firm,  strong  and  true,  still  ready  to  go  on  and  on,  keeping  ever  before  her 
the  password  to  success  : 

"  Prove  all  things  ;    hold  to  that  which  is  good."
